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INTRODUCTION 


This  Users'  Guide  has  been  developed  to  facilitate  easy  access  to  the  Bureau 
of  Land  Management's  Data  Element  Dictionary  (DED).   The  intended  objective  is 
to  improve  the  compatibility  of  data  elements  in  the  many  diverse  information 
systems  in  use  within  the  Bureau.   Each  user  or  potential  user  should  become 
familiar  with  its  contents  so  that  new  Data  Elements  are  not  built  unless  the 
requirement  for  them  is  valid. 

The  tools  and  procedures  described  in  this  Users'  Guide  will  not  only  aid  in 
achieving  its  objective,  but  will  improve  the  DED's  accuracy,  content  and 
useability. 

Revisions  and  enhancements  will  be  disseminated  as  they  are  available.   Should 
a  user  experience  difficulty  with  or  have  questions  relative  to  this  Users' 
Guide,  they  should  contact  the  Service  Center,  Division  of  Computer

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SECTION  1 
GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS 


1.  The  DED  is  comprised  of  many  automated  and  non-automated  applications 
(systems).   Applications  are  assigned  four  digit  numbers  within  major  BLM 
programs  or  categories  as  identified  in  BLM  Manual,  Section  1220,  Appendix  1 
and  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  (43  CFR) .  Applications  consist  of  data 
elements  which  further  describe  specifics  about  use,  source,  characteristics, 
relationships  and  code  values  where  applicable.   Data  elements  may  be  unique 
to  a  specific  application  or  shared  by  many  applications. 

2.  Every  data  element  in  the  DED  is  assigned  both  a  four-digit  data  element 
number  and  a  primary  application  number.   This  primary  application  number 
represents  the  owner  of  the  element  and  the  individual (s)  having  the 
responsibility  for  all  changes  to  it.   Other  applications  may  use  it  and  they 
would  be  referred  to  as  secondary.   Should  a  secondary  owner  of  an  application 
decide  to  change  a  data  element,  it  must  be  coordinated  with  the  contact 
person  of  the  primary  application  before  it  is  updated  to  the  DED.   This 
ensures  integrity  of  the  DED. 

3.  Data  element  8850  provides  a  list  of  all  the  applications  and  the  contact 
person  for  each  major  BLM  program  for  which  data  elements  have  been  defined. 
It  is  recommended  that  each  user  or  office  obtain  a  copy  of  DE-8850  at  least 
once  per  month.   The  application  title  on  the  application  index  listing  (see 
Page  3-7)  provides  a  2-character  system  code  under  column  header  19  and  20 
which  correlates  to  DE-8851.   This  will  identify  the  system,  its  purpose  and 
number  of  programs.   DE-8850  also  has  the  name  and  office  code  relating  to 
DE-8484  which  provides  the  contact  person  and  a  telephone  number  should  a  user 
desire  additional  information. 

4.  There  are  several  data  elements  that  provide  a  detailed  explanation  of 
the  DED  of  which  the  user  should  be  aware.   These  elements  are  contained  in 
application  9701,  Dictionary  Documentation.   The  instructions  provided  in 
section  3  will  render  a  copy  of  the  current  coding  requirements  necessary  to 
accomplish  the  addition  and  maintenance  of  new  data  elements  as  outlined  in 
sections  4  and  5. 

5.  Before  expending  the  resources  to  document  a  new  data  element  as  outlined 
in  section  4  of  this  User's  Guide,  it  is  recommended  that  the  KEYINQ  program, 
discussed  in  section  2,  be  envoked  to  browse  existing  data  elements. 

6.  If  a  completely  new  application  is  being  developed  it  would  be 
advantageous  for  the  user  to  obtain  a  complete  index  listing  for  the  total 
DED.   The  format  is  the  same  as  those  shown  on  pages  3-13,  3-14  and  3-15. 
These  indexes  will  minimize  the  amount  of  time  normally  required  to  accomplish 
system  documentation.   The  user  may  contact  the  Service  Center,  Division  of 
Computer  Applications,  FTS  776-6278  for  assistance. 


SECTION  2 
Interactive  Dictionary  Inquiry 

KEYINQ  is  an  interactive  DED  Inquiry  Program  that  permits  the  user  to  browse 
the  DED  one  data  element  at  a  time.   If  the  user  is  not  familiar  with  the 
specific  data  element (s)  that  they  would  like  to  browse,  it  is  recommended 
that  the  initial  response  to  KEYINQ  be  a  single  word  that  best  describes  the 
type  of  information  definition  desired.   For  example,  on  page  2-2,  Line  12, 
the  key  word  "TIMBER"  was  entered.   The  program  then  displayed  all  of  the  data 
elements  whose  title  contained  an  occurrence  of  the  key  word  that  had  been 
requested.   If  there  had  been  no  instances  of  the  key  word  in  the  index,  the 
user  would  have  been  notified  of  that  condition. 

There  are  nine  words  that  are  not  used  in  the  key  word  index.   They  are 
referred  to  as  small  words  and  include  "and",  "code",  "for",  "from",  "per", 
"than",  "the",  "this"  and  "with".   Additionally,  if  a  word  has  less  than  three 
characters  it  will  not  appear  in  the  key  word  index. 

In  the  interactive  session  example,  pages  2-2  through  2-7,  several  of  the  data 
elements  identified  have  been  accessed  for  user  information  and  reference. 
All  of  the  user  responses  have  been  underlined.   This  will  permit  the  user  to 
see  what  are  valid  responses  to  KEYINQ  questions  and  aid  in  making  initial 
exposure  to  this  dynamic  capability  informative  and  productive. 
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This  procedure  cannot   be  executed  until  the  user  has   logged  on  to   the  DPS   8/70  Time  Sharing 
System.

EXTRACTING  DICTIONARY  REPORTS 


Once  the  user  has  successfully  completed  logon  requirements  for  the  DPS  8/70 
Time  Sharing  System,  they  may  generate  a  BED  Report  by  data  element  or 
application.   If  the  requirement  is  for  a  data  element  or  report,  refer  to  the 
procedure  on  Page  3-2.  Application  reports  are  generated  following  the 
procedure  on  Page  3-3 . 

In  either  case,  all  user  responses  are  underlined  to  indicate  valid  responses 
to  the  prompts  for  user  information. 

A  sample  dictionary  report  has  been  provided  on  Pages  3-5  thru  3-15.   The  user 
should  become  familiar  with  Page  3-8  as  it  explains  the  placement  of  data  on 
dictionary  reports.   Page  3-6  lists  the  various  report  sections  that  are 
produced  as  part  of  the  total  report.   The  only  exception  occurs  if  the  user 
replies  "N"  to  the  applications  index  prompt  (see  Page  3-2,  Line  22-23).   In 
this  event  the  applications  index  would  not  be  produced.   This  would  be  a 
proper  reply  if  the  user  has  a  current  applications  index,  a  current  copy  of 
Application  9701  or  a  current  copy  of  DE-8850.

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SECTION  4 
ADDING  A  NEW  DATA  ELEMENT 


1.  This  procedure  should  be  followed  after  the  user  has  reviewed  existing 
data  elements  using  the  KEYINQ  program  described  in  Section  2.   In  the  event 
no  existing  data  element  meets  the  user's  requirement,  it  is  necessary  to  code 
the  appropriate  Service  Center  forms  provided  for  this  purpose.   Sample  forms 
are  shown  on  Pages  4-2  thru  4-5.   These  are  not  the  actual  forms  to  be  used. 
The  SC  Forms  1260-8,  1260-5a,  1260-8c  and  1260-8d  can  be  obtained  from:

2.  Before  coding  the  required  forms  the  user  should  contact  the  appropriate 
subject  matter  specialists  at  YA400,  YA500,  etc.  as  identified  in  DE-8850,  to 
discuss  the  new  data  element  description  requirements.   Often  the  terminology 
is  the  problem  and  this  discussion  will  aid  the  user  in  the  best  course  of 
action.   A  maintenance  action  (see  Section  5)  may  be  all  that  is  required. 

3.  A  cursory  review  of  the  aforementioned  forms  reveals  a  data  element 
number  associated  with  each  entry  on  the  forms.   The  actual  coding 
requirements  for  these  entries  may  be  obtained  by  following  the  instructions 
in  Section  3  (Page  3-3)  thus  requesting  a  copy  of  Application  9701,  Dictionary 
Documentation. 

4.  To  add  a  data  element.  Form  1260-8  is  mandatory.   Several  entries  on  this 
form  are  optional  but  DATA-ELEM-NO  (8801)  is  left  blank  as  this  is  assigned  at 
the  Service  Center.   The  user  will  note  that  there  are  four  (DEI,  DE2,  DE3  and 
DED)  lines  preprinted  on  the  form.   DEI,  DE2  and  DE3  are  mandatory  entries. 
DED  lines  are  descriptive  in  nature  and  are  optional.   The  line  key  (8818) 
entry  values  and  coding  conventions  are  provided  in  the  data  element 
description  for  DE-8818.   The  user  should  review  this  data  element  before 
electing  not  to  complete  these  entries. 

5.  The  user  must  determine  the  category  and  application  number  from  DE-8850 
for  entry  under  PRIMARY  APL  (8850)  on  the  DE2  line.   If  the  appropriate  number 
does  not  exist,  the  user  must  obtain  an  application  number  from  the  Service 
Center,  Division  of  Computer  Applications,  FTS  776-6278. 

6.  The  user  should  work  closely  with  the  Bureau  program  representatives  in 
YA400,  YA500,  etc.  in  determining  the  existence/non-existence  of  the  proper 
numbers  and  names  in  DE-8850.   All  documentation  submitted  will  require 
coordination  with  and  approval  by  one  or  more  Service  Center  subject  matter 
specialist(s) . 

7.  Forms  1260-5a  (see  Page  4-3)  and  1260-8d  (see  Page  4-4)  are  used  or  not 
used  depending  on  the  value  submitted  on  the  DEI  line  for  code  indicator 
(8807).   The  user  will  find  further  instructions  in  DE-8807. 

8.  The  user  must  complete  SC  Form  1260-4  (see  Page  5-2)  using  the  procedure 
as  stated  on  Page  5-1,  Paragraph  4b.

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SECTION  5 
MAINTAINING  AN  EXISTING  DATA  ELEMENT 

1.  All  transaction  types;  add,  change  and  delete,  may  be  processed  against  a 
data  element  using  the  same  forms  (Pages  4-2  thru  4-5),  described  in  Section 
4,  used  to  add  a  data  element  to  the  dictionary. 

2.  Coded  arguments  (DE-8822  and  8824)  cannot  be  changed  as  these  are  the  key 
values  that  permit  code  validation.   If  it  becomes  necessary  to  revise  a  code 
the  user  must  delete  the  old  value  and  add  the  new  one.   This  can  be 
accomplished  in  a  single  update. 

3.  Attach/Detach  Processing 

DSC  Form  1260-8c  is  used  to  attach/detach  a  data  element  to/form  multiple 
applications  or  to  attach/detach  an  application  to/from  multiple  data  element 
numbers.   This  is  especially  beneficial  when  building  a  new  application.   Any 
user  may  share  data  element(s)  as  a  secondary  application  by  creating  the 
1260-8C  format  (see  Page  4-5)  and  submitting  it  to  the  Service  Center  for 
coordination  and  update.   Even  restricted  data  "elements  can  be  involved 
although  the  codes  will  not  print  on  dictionary  reports. 

4.  Normal  Change  Processing 

a.  Any  changes  coded  for  updating  data  elements  must  conform  to  the 
coding  conventions  specified  in  Application  9701. 

b.  The  user  must  additionally  complete  a  DSC  Form  1260-41  (see  Page 
5-2)  identifying  all  of  the  data  elements  for  which  changes  are  being 
submitted.   These  are  to  be  prepared  grouping  data  elements  by  primary 
application.   This  will  speed  up  the  coordination  and  approval  process  at 
the  Service  Center.   The  form  completion  instructions  are  printed  on  the 
back  of  the  form.   Should  the  user  experience  difficulty  with  the  form, 
they  should  contact  the  Service  Center,  FTS  776-6278  for  assistance.
